Slot* to Build 
Girls Dormitory 
JONESBORO, Ark. (AP) - Pre- 


liminary plans were announced to- 
day .tor construction of a $2.5 mil- 
lion girls dormitory at Arkansas 
State College in Jonesboro during 
the coming year. 


Dr. Carl Reng, president of the 


school, said the facility would be 
the largest ever constructed on 
the A-State campus. 


Reng said the completely! air- 


conditioned dormitory would be 
seven or eight stories high and 
would house between 500 and 600 
girls. 


During the past year, new boys 


and girls dormitories were con- 
structed at a cost of $1.5 million 
each. 


Nearly $5 'million worth of work 


now is in vnrious stages of com- 
pletion, including a $3 million stu- 
dent union and a. $1 million li- 
brary. The school also is renovat- 
ing its journalism and education 
building and constructing a barn 
.to replace the one destroyed by 
fire last year.

called "Operation Abolition," that 
portrayed the outbreak as being 
linked with Communists. 


After Friday's uproar,, 
Willis 


again said Communists inspired 
the trouble, using others as their 
fronts. 


The avowed purpose of the hear- 


ings was to determine if new laws 
are needed to prevent Americans 
from travling to Cuba. But much 
of the questioning of the commit- 
tee counsel, Alfred Nittle, was 
aimed at linking the trip with the 
Progressive Labor Organization, 
which he said was founded by two 
Communists expelled 
from 
the 


party for deviationism. 


The witnesses all tried to make 


these points: that there was no 
law against their going to. Cuba, 
only a State Department regula- 
tion; that the right to travel is 
guaranteed 
to them under the 


Constitution; and that the com- 
mittee 
is illegally prying into 


their private affairs and associa- 
tions.

a "creep" and a "liar." He was

No Plans Yet

LITTLE ROCK (AP) ~ Presi- 


dent Kennedy's visit to Arkansas 
Oct. 3 will include an appearance 
at the Greers Ferry Dam dedi- 
cation in the morning and an ap- 
pearance at the Arkansas Live- 
stock Exposition in Little Rock in 
the afternoon. 


Outside of that, details of the 


visit were scarce. A spokesman 
for Army Engineers said today of- 
ficals were working on the Presi- 
dent's timetable but that nothing 
was definite. 


Kennedy is expected to be at 


the dam site near Heber Springs 
at 10:30 a.m. and the dedication 
is set for 11 a.m. 


Thomas D. Olnistead, chairman 


of the arrangements committee ol 
the event for the Heber Springs 
Chamber of Commerce, said 25,000 
to 30,000 people were expected for 
the dedication "unless the Little 
Rock visit kills it." He said tne 
dedication planners hadn't count- 
ed on the President making anoth- 
er appearance in tl\e state.

Priests Is 
Friend to 
Students 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A ruddy- 


faced. Roman Catholic priest, who 
went to Cuba as a newsman after 
years of service in Latin-Ameri- 
can missions, is a friend and ally 
of students being questioned about 
their unauthorized visit, to Fidel 
Castro's island. 


The Rev. Felix 
McGowan 


served as moderator Thursday 
night at the students own meet- 
ing, billed as a reply to the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities' sessions at which the stu- 
denis have faced critical interro- 
gation. 


The tone of the meeting was 


generally favorable to Castro's 
accomplishments. The Rev. Mc- 
Gowan contributed his own de- 
nunciation of what he called "po- 
lice brutality" after Thursday's 
committee session and said there 
is.religious freedom in Cuba: 


"All the churches are open. 


Priests can preach. Anybodvt can 
go to church." 


Father McGowan said in an in- 


terview afterward he has been 
suspended by his superiors in the 
Maryknoll Society of Missionary 
Priests from all priestly duties, 
but that he expects to be rein- 
stated. 


The suspension, he said, means 


that 
he1 may not help or ad- 


minister the Sacraments, but does 
not mean he has been cut off from 
the church by excommunication. 


At'Ossining, N.Y.,, a spokesman 


for the Maryknoll Society said 
that Father McGowan was auto- 
matically suspended for "disobey- 
ing an order from his superiors" 
not to go to Cuba, but can later 
be reinstated. 


At present, he is "operating 


strictly as an individual," and not 
as a representative of Maryknoll, 
the spokesman said.

Chicken War 
Small Part 
of Trouble

NEW 
YORK 
(AP) — U.S. 


businessmen are bracing for ris- 
ing' barriers oa tlicir trade with 
Western Europe. A year ago they 
were hoping for lower obstacles 
to trade. 


The chicken war is only a srrtall 


part of the trouble ahead. It 
arises' 
because 
the. European 


Common Market raised the duty 
on American poultry. When the 
United States said it would retal- 
iate, the Common Market backed 
down so slightly that Washington 
was unimpressed. 


But 
American 
financial 
and 


business circles sayi that the very 
nature of European tariff policies 
is spelling problems for American 
exporters no matter how the 
chicken war turns out. 


The six Common Market na- 


tions — France, West Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands 
Luxembourg — are forging a n«- 
tariff rule for themselves and a 
common tariff schedule on all 
outside goods. 


The same is true of the Outer 


Seven—Britain Switzerland,, Aus- 
tria, Denmark, Norway, Sweden 
and Portugal. 


This in itself will have each of 


the six or the seven a better 
chance at each other's markets 
than any one outside the rival 
trade blocs. 


Until now the growing economy 


of Europe has absorbed a lot of 
American goods and materials 
regardless of tariffs and other 
barriers. Now the market is 
growing really competitive. 


"From now on the adverse ef- 


fects of the European trade blocs 
on our exports are likely to be 
much more' important," econ- 
omists of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, New York, assert. 


"The degree of discrimination 


against exports from outside the 
Common Market will increase 
rapidly in the period ahead. The 
common external tariff wall now 
appears to be considerably more 
protective than the old national 
tariffs." 


In a study of European trade 


policies the bank economists pre- 
dict that there will still be a siz- 
able demand for American prod- 
ucts. But they sayi that under the 
proposed rates in the common 
tariff the rise in U.S. exports to 
this important market may be 
slowed substantially. 


In addition to tariffs the Com- 


mon Market countries levy ad- 
ditional taxes on outside products. 
They are variously called turn- 
over taxes, equalization taxes and 
surtaxes and range from 2 per 
cent to 23 per cent, imposed "on 
the duty-added value of the im- 
Jmported goods.

The Nevada Gaming Control 


Board said Sinatra's guest at the 
showman's Lake Tahoe casino on 
the California-Nevada state line 
was Sam Giancana. 


A five-point complaint submit- 


ted to the State Gaming Commis- 
sion in Carson City Wednesday 
described Giancana, 54, of Oak 
Park,, 111., as "one of the 12 oveii^/ 
lords of American crime." On 
Aug. 6 the Justice Department 
said Giancana was one of the 
rulers of the "Casa Nostra — Our 
Thing" crime syndicate. 


Nevada keeps a "Black Book" 


that currently lists 11 persons, one 
of them Giancana, as persona non 
grata. Those listed are banned 
from'any Nevada, gaming estab- 
lisHmeht. Knowingly permittingL 
one of them on the premises is^
